'I'he transport/it ion charges amounted 
to twenty-lhrcc cents per cuhic foot 
for t lie round t rip lift een cent s for t lie 
full trip, eight cents for the return of 
t lie empty hoxes. I wit or in t he season 
n i/itc of seventeen rents for t lie round 
t rip waS secured. 

The nssocint ion now has nhout lift y 
acres of straw herrics in all, and for 
this amount I .‘10 hoxes /ire deemed 
siillicient. The round trip generally 
occupied fourteen days. 'They had an 
agent in Jacksonville who attended to 
the returning of the hoxes promptly 
tot Irau^e Park. 

The berries were “topped,” hut l.iol 
always with the largest berries. . They 
wi re inst ructed hy the dealers in the 
North to linisli oil each cup with a 
smooth layer of the host formed ber¬ 
ries. A piece of miliiillii paper was 
laid over t lie upper Her of cups in the 
refrigerator to ’absorb the moisture 
arising Irom t he sweat ini'of the lower 
t iers, which mat tirally arises to the top 
_uf. t-Ue retiii<cralor, a+t»l will molt! tin- 
top herrics unless ifis a lisorhed. They 
never lose a quart Of berries. They 
netted them sixteen and two-thuds 
cents a quart ; to the members this 
really amount ed t o over t went y cent s, 
since the three and one half cents of 
cm nings'w rut toward I lie enlargement 
of the plant of l lie associat ion. 

It cost t lie saine amount of money 
to ship a refrigerator to either of the 
three cities, lloston, New Aork and 
I’hiladelphia. v.

When last spring we undertook lo 
(HhI riltiitc* for tin* I'tilled States De¬ 
part ineiit of Agriculture t)tr Htmln of 
this new forage plant, we promised our 
readers mid the Department to publish 
the result* of the experiments made in 
it m culture hy those to whom the seed 
was sent, a promise which we make 
good m t his issue. 

Two tilings areclearlydemonstrated 
hy I lie experience given ; lirst, t hat it 
is admirably adapted to this Stale, 
and will heroine one of our most val¬ 
ued forage, and perhaps grain produc¬ 
ing. plants. For while a niimher re¬ 
ported adversely, aiid several from 
whom we give up published report.sav 
the seed failed to germinate. It is 
plain that I his was dm-1 nit lie biteiiess. 
of the, season when it was planted. 

< >n this point, Doctor Chase's experi¬ 
ence is pertinent, as In* had a previous 
planting with which to enmnurc it. 
The second thing demonstrated is that 
the plant will seed abundantly in 
South Florida, and supplying seed to 
ot her sect ions of the South may prove 
a profitable industry, as the plant will 
in all probability be largely planted 
,t hroiigliout all t hesout hermost States 
of the I 11 ion. but will not seed north 
of peninsular Florida. Flo ruin His 
/Hitch. 

Home Dried Figs. x 

W e have our figs picked just as they 
are ripe from trees near me of my own 
planting. Then make a thick syitip 
of white cane sugar; have it boiling 
hot in preserving ket t le ; immerse the 
figs in tlie boiling syrup ten minutes. 
Take out and drain; then place on 
the dryer racks. After thoroughly 
being dried,-whit'll will he I lie lirst day . 
pack down in wooden'pails, sprinkling 
white sugar over I hem as packed. 

The above' method is given by 
Robert I.. Tanner, in the Southern 
Live Stock .loiirnnl. lie used a Zim¬ 
merman dryer anil adds that the 
-tigs were delicious and kept perfectly 
until the bottom of the pail was 
reached.

Fodder for Fourteen Cows. 

We have grown tliis year corn for 
fodder,ten feet in height,and upon tlic 
same ground where this corn was 
grown we have now a splendid crop 
of cow peas, which will he ready, in 
their turn, for fodder purposes. We 
have a second crop of corn looking 
find doing well. < fur Donra Corn, or 
Milo Maize, has been cut once for fod¬ 
der, and is now two feet high towards 
its next cutting. 'I’llis crop grew fully 
ten to eleven feet in height. Thw*e^op 
of Pearl Millet was something wonder¬ 
ful, none of it less t linn nine feet high. 
It must have yielded at the rate of ten 
tons of fodder t o t lie acre. I hiring the 
past week we cured and got into the 
ham about three tons of it, in perfect 
enuditon. Our crop of cow peas, also 
for fodder purposes, is something 
marvelous. We have broken up, the 
past week, some • new ground Upon 
which cow peas will he planted. 

* Since the lirst week in .lunc, we have 
not used any hay for fourteen head 
of cattle, which is certainly not a 
had show ing, nor shall we he required 
t o use hay for our cows for inoiil Its t o 
collie. 

•lust to show what can-lie done, let 
us make a computation. We feed 
fourteen head of cat I le, I liree t hues a 
day, upon green fodder grown upon 
the place, ct*uset|uently we produce 
iSiillicieiit fodder in one week to keep 
one cow ninet y-eight days, and in one 
month KiiHicioiit t o keep one cow l.'t! 
days, sixty nine days over ode year. 
From t his coin put at ion it would seem 
that if our cit izens would only man 
age to shake oil the feeling of its being 
impossible to do such work during the 
summer' it should look as though 
they might he able to grow the best 
part of their own fodder* The 
lethargy which our people permit 
themselves to indulge in during the 
slimmer months is just what is pre¬ 
venting t headvaiicement of our county 
and State. 

We would also wish to say that to 
attain the results mentioned we have 
not highly fertilized a rod or so of 
ground for the purpose of showing 
what enormous crops can he grown 
to the acre, ff our citizens and in¬ 
terested parties will come and see for 
t hemselyes t hey will liud acres under 
cultivation from which I he above re¬ 
sults have heeen attained.— Jnmr .s
